Vietnam Vets Honored 


Vietnam veterans, in recognition of the 
presidentially proclaimed Vietnam 
Veterans week, were honored Monday in 
Andover’s Memorial Day observance at 
Memorial Auditorium. 

“This is the first opportunity,’ said 
veterans’ service director John J. Lewis, 
“for the people of the United States to put 
aside their feelings of the war itself and 
pay tribute to the people called upon to 
fight it.” 

He said the Vietnam veterans fought 
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with valor and bravery, ‘‘fully equal to 
that of veterans who fought in other 
wars.” 

“Upon their return home,’’ Lewis said, 
‘they never had a tickertape parade nor 
were they often considered heroes. It’s no 
wonder today they are silent veterans, 
usually neither visible nor openly willing 
to discuss war.”’ 

Lewis’ opening remarks at the annual 
Memorial Day observance were an 
attempt ‘‘to balance the scales,’’ he said, 
for the nine million Vietnam veterans 
‘‘twho are due our respect and ap- 
preciation.”’ 

The main speaker was Capt. William M. 
Flanders, commander of the Coast Guard 
Cutter Hamilton, named after Alexander 
Hamilton, founder of the Coast Guard. 

Flanders said there have been five 
cutters named Hamilton in this history of 
the Coast Guard, and he related the story 
of the sinking of the fourth off the coast of 
Iceland in January 29, 1942 by a German 
submarine. 

“It is a short story’’ he said, ‘‘about the 


courage, of, the young men. who, go. to the, 


defense of their country, and, when the 
moment arrives, find the courage and 
show the bravery that has been the tradi- 
tion of our military forces.” 

“You may translate this particular set 
of circumstances into a different time or 
place, perhaps a different service, but 
always, the same sort of young man — 
perhaps the same sort of young men or 
women — who left Andover to go to the aid 
of their country, but never came back.”’ 

The cutter was hit in the starboard side 
between the engine and fire rooms, he 
said. The ship was crippled and the crew 
set about securing her, now low in the 
water, and getting the wounded into life 
boats. 

All hands were transferred to the U.S. 
Gwin, a Navy destroyer which came to 
assist. The Hamilton continued to sink and 
finally had to be sunk by gunfire the next 
day as it was being tossed toward Iceland. 
Twenty-seven men lost their lives because 
of the torpedo attack.

A pilot program called Activity 
Programs for the Talented (APT) has 
offered a unique opportunity to nearly 100 
elementary school children in Andover 
this year. 

In November, teachers identified 
fourth, fifth, and sixth graders who ex- 
hibited talent in art, poetry, drama, tex- 
tiles, newswriting or power mechanics. 

A special enrichment program was 
provided for each of these groups, which 
met biweekly from November through 
April. Using local resources and com- 
munity volunteers, the six programs were 
developed by Janis Baron, a former Ban- 
croft School teacher. Mrs. Baron selected 
program coordinators from within the 
school system and the town, and worked 
with them to develop worthwhile 
programs for the talented youngsters. 

APT was based on many assumptions, 
among them the following: that a talented 
child does not necessarily meet specific 
academic criteria; that numerous in- 
stitutions and people in the community are 
anxious to become involved in a 
meaningful way with Andover youth; that

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Local Businessmen Aid Academy Campaign 


A committee of local businessmen has 
formed to generate the support of 
Merrimack Valley corporations, 
businesses and industry for Phillips 
Academy’s Bicentennial Campaign for 
$50,610,000. 

The Merrimack Valley Business Gifts 
Committee, chaired by A. Leroy Bolton of 
Bolton-Emerson, Inc., already. has raised 
over $60,000 from Lawrence, Andover, 
Lowell, Haverhill and surrounding com- 
munities. The committee is seeking $175,- 
000 in endowment funds to help undergird 
Phillips Academy, now entering its third 
century, as an important economic, 
educational and cultural force in the 
Valley. 

Officers of 11 area banks recently 
attended a breakfast meeting with PA 
Headmaster Theodore R. Sizer and 
Trustee Philip K. Allen to discuss the 
Academy’s impact on local economy, the 
Academy’s needs and the justification for 
Merrimack Valley business support of the 
PA fund drive.

Two of the banks already have made 
significant contributions, the Valley’s 
Business Gifts Committee has made a fast 
start and is a third of the way to its goal. 
Key points in their brief for business sup- 
port, based on research by Ronald Thorpe,

support include: 


e PA, as an institution does more than $1.5 
million in purchasing (1977-78) from local 
businesses. 

e PA is the fifth largest taxpayer in An- 
dover, spending over $173,000 annually.

As for the Academy’s education role in 
the communities:

e PA’s 44-year-old Evening Study 
Program, one of the oldest in the nation, 
now operates together with the town’s 
Department of Community Ser'vices. Last 
year more than 500 people took evening 
classes at Phillips, some coming from 40 
miles away. 

Finally, there is a wealth of cultural 


events (musical, dramatic and lecture. 


offerings free or at nominal cost) and 
community use of PA facilities (the Ad- 
dison Gallery, Peabody Foundation for 
Archaeology, Cochran Bird Sanctuary, 
and athletic facilities, particularly the 
hockey rink and Case Memorial Cage, 
which serve Merrimack Valley teams, 
leagues and citizen groups). 

Phillips Academy’s endowment needs 
arise from its being both labor-intensive, 
as a school with a very low teacher- 
student ratio, and fuel-and-food-intensive, 
because it is residential. Need also comes 
from the desire to maintain a moderate 
tuition. The PA administration has achiev- 
ed a balanced budget for the past two 
years. 

According to Headmaster Sizer, Phillips 
Academy must be successful in 
strengthening its basic endowment 
through the extraordinary 200th year fund 
campaign, to keep inflation from eating 
into the quality of its programs, its 
economic role in the Merrimack Valley 
andthe services the Academy can perform 
for its students and for its surrounding 
communities. 

Phillips has taken its campaign to its

A blizzard of statistics from regional 
postal director George Walker did not 
snow selectmen Tuesday night. 

They said if things do not improve, they 
may call on Congress to sort out the 
problem of late mail delivery to Andover. 


Selectman Susan T. Poore pointed out 
that a representative of Congressman 
James Shannon was present at the 
selectmen’s meeting, and that a solution 
WBBM to Andover’s mail difficulties might be 
en SOUgHt at a Congressional level if Walker 
cannot improve service. 

The problem started two years ago, ac- 
acess cording to Robert Finlayson, chairman of 

a postal study committee, a group of 
“i chamber of commerce members who 
studied mail delivery by surveying An- 
, dover businesses. 
"The percent of daily mail available in 

post office boxes at 8:30 a.m. dropped off 
after Andover’s mail started being sorted 
in Lawrence in 1978 instead of here. 

‘““We were promised prior to any reloca- 
tion that service would be as good or 
better than we businessmen and women 
were accustomed to,” Finlayson said. 
Walker promised 75 percent of the mail 
would be in post office boxes by 8:30 a.m., 
he said. 

Because mail now arrives later, 
Finlayson said, staff hired by Andover 
businesses to handle the mail must sit 
with nothing to do for an hour or an hour 
and a half per day. ‘“‘And 20 percent of the 
work day is costly,’ he said. “TI do know 
the mail has not been in the boxes as we 
were accustomed to prior to 1978.” 

Walker said that remembering the way 
things used to be, most people tend to 


remember ‘‘the good old days,”’ and ex- 
aggerate how good things were. There are 
no statistics on the percent of mail 
available in Andover post office boxes 
prior to the change of sorting location he 
said. 

He said he did not remember promising 
that 75 percent of a day’s mail would be in 
the boxes by 8:30 a.m.

Walker said that all mail received by the 
Andover post office from the first three 
runs is in the boxes by 8:30. According to 
his statistics, that means 80 percent of the 
day’s mail. 

He quoted statistics from Finlayson’s 
survey which indicated that morning mail 
service was frequently well above the 75 
percent mark. 

Finlayson said he was listing figures 
from Mondays, which always showed a 
better precentage, and from a company 
whose reponses were discounted because 
they did not keep accurate records of their 
mail delivery. cues 

Walker said the post office is sending 
the mail as fast as it can and all Andover- 
bound mail arriving at Lawrence before 
the 9 a.m. run, gets to Andover that day. 
“We cannot control the source of the 
mail,’’ he said. ‘‘It is not possible to dis- 
patch mail before its receipt.” 

“We're not trying to tell you you’re get- 
ting the best mail service possible and 
wash our hands of the whole thing.”’

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School officials this past week suggested that possibly 
some policy and guidelines should be drawn up by the 
finance committee in an effort to allow for smoother 
operations. 

A conference toward that end between represen- 
tatives of the FinCom and the school committee might 
be helpful and may tend to avoid the barbs and charges 
which were bandied about before and during this year’s 
annual town meeting. 

The school budget was the prime target this year. The 
intent was to make the school department conform to 
the four per cent tax cap, which in reality was practical- 
ly an impossibility. 


There were charges made prior to town meeting 
about the school department operations. There were 
charges of ‘‘mismanagement”’ of school budgets and 
financial handlings on the floor er town meeting by 
FinCom members. 

It should be understood from the outset that school 
departments are generally held in somewhat 
questionable esteem by. their associates in municipal 
operations because of the autonomy status. 

FinComs throughout the state, along with other 
municipal organizations annually attempt to get that 
autonomy status removed, but have not as yet succeed- 
ed. 

Town meeting this year succeeded in reducing school 
department expenses and will not be challenged, ap- 
parently, for a restoration of funds through the courts, 
which the school committee could probably succeed in 
accomplishing. 


School officials were criticised for mustering their 
forces in support of their budgetary request. 

As long as Andover maintains its open town meeting 
form of government, departments or proponents of 
issues cannot be faulted from protecting their ox from 
being gored. 

In general it was generally apparent that the FinCom 
and others, were out to give the educators a lesson this 
year, a lesson that only time will tell how serious the ef- 
fort will be on town and its school system. 

What is interesting is some of the things that were not

offered as guidance by the FinCom. 

Voters were told that the general town budget would 
be within the four per cent tax cap. There would be 
alternatives given the voters to decide if they wished to 
exceed that plateau, which they did. 

Left unsaid, or at least not emphasized was the fact 
that there were exemptions to the tax cap regulations 
within the town’s budget, such as bond redemption, pen- 
sions, etc., increased water rates to produce more 
revenue, which allowed the town budget to be under the 
four per cent cap. 

The school department had no such exemptions, and 
remain saddled with state regulations which compel the 
department to initiate course offerings at parental re- 
quest, provide special education where deemed 
necessary and other factors. 

Based on the town meeting process just completed, it 
is simple to determine that criticism is easy — maybe 
even more so in the case of the schools because of heavy 
expenditure needed for modern education. 

By the same token it could be just as easy to be con- 
structive, through initiating some effort to develop 
some policies — in writing — between the schools and 
the FinCom. 

The FinCom is an advisory group which is to make 
recommendations to the town. Also, to review the 
budgets of the various departments and be advisory 
there as well. 

Maybe now that the dust is settling after the annual 
business has been completed would be an appropriate 
time for the two groups to work on ironing out their 
differences. 

We wouldn’t suspect that anything great would 
happen overnight, but it would be advantageous to the 
town if the nit-picking and charges of mismanagement 
could be avoided in the future. 

School Committeeman John Eaton, a newcomer to 
the board, said last week, he was disturbed by the vin- 
dictiveness and animosity as well as the out-to-get at- 
titude which permeated town meeting with regard to 
the schools this year. 

We concur in his feelings and hope that some effort 
will be forthcoming to prevent a recurrence next year.

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Shannon Moves On Access Road Hurdles 


Congressman James M. Shannon (D- 
Mass.) reports representatives from his 
District Office met recently in Boston 
with officials from the Federal Highway 
Administration and the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works in an attempt 
to iron out some of the hurdles which have 
worked to delay the resolution of traffic 
problems in the Lowell Junction area of 
Interstate 93. 


That area of the Interstate, near the in- 
tersection of the Andover, Tewksbury, and 
Wilmington lines has experienced rapid 
and severe growing pains due to the 
volume of industrial expansion there.

Selectman Robert A. Watters has 
forewarded a letter to the Boston Herald, 
objecting to editorial comment made by 
the paper relative to the Memorial Day in- 
cidents in Andover. The editorial noted the 
memorial Day problems at the Coffee Mill 
and suggested that President Nixon, if he 
wants peace and domestic tranquility, 
should visit Andover as a challenge. 

Twenty-one Andover YMCA Outing Club 
Members participated in a canoe trip last 
weekend. Under trip director Larry 
Willwerth and interested fathers a flotilla

Shannon said that in the meeting, Nor- 
man Van Ness, area director of the 
Federal Highway Administration, an arm 
of the Department of Transportation, and 
Justin Radlo, chief engineer for the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works, both agreed that a need now ex- 
isted for a full-blown corridor planning 
study to be prepared for the 1-93 area from 
the Route 128 interchanges north to the 
New Hampshire border. 

The municipalities affected by such a 
study would be the following: Methuen, 
Lawrence, Andover, North Reading, 
Wilmington, Reading, Woburn, and 
Stoneham. 

Shannon said that this study would be 
“the first step in the detailed and tedious 


process which will eventually lead to the 
construction of a Lowell Junction in- 
terchange.”’ 

The planning study will be prepared 
either by an outside consultant, retained 
by the State, or by a cooperative effort of 
in-house staffers from the Massachusetts 
DPW engineering department and the 
area’s regional planning commissions, 
Shannon said. 

‘‘Whichever method is chosen,’’ Shan- 
non added, ‘‘the study is regarded as 
necessary to the completion of an integral 
corridor, where the area’s priorities are 
properly ordered, and I am happy to be a 
part of the process in accomplishing sub- 
stantive progress on a project which was 
needed by the three towns years ago.”’
